to be given to native imspectors; European inspectors of approved merits being 
always promoted to the rank of assistant superintendents of police. Mr. Treges; 
however, perhaps not seeing his way to pass the departmental examination, had 
to revert to his former post, and the native officer who had been given his place iy 
the police, had to go back to his substantive post to make room for him. In this 
way, not only a Native inspector was deprived of a deputy collectorship last year, 
but lower officers were also debarred from gradual promotion in their own service. 
To make amends, the News urges that two inspectors should be given deputy cl. 
lectorships this year, and that care should be taken in future to select none but 
competent men for promotion. A committee consisting of the Inspector-General 
of Police as president, two deputy inspectors-general as members and the 
Personal Assistant to the Inspector-General of Police as Secretary might be formed 
to select three best police inspectors every year, after a careful examination of the 
service-books, &c., and then subjecting them to an examination to test their fitness, 
nominate the best among them to be a deputy collector. The committee should, 
of course, take care to chuose no worn-out, old man who might soon have to be 
pensioned off. The promotion of successful Native police inspectors to deputy 
collectorships is not, however, satisfactory to the writer, who thinks their proper 
promotion should be in their own sphere, 2.e., they should be promoted to the posts 
of assistant superintendents and district superintendents of police.

“line clear” paper and not seeing that passengers were, kept aloof from the train. 
Passengers who alight at a station to attend the call of nature are often left behind; 

Sometimes they are prosecuted for failing 
to distinguish between male and female latrines at a station. There is only one Hindu 
water-bearer even at larger stations, and he cannot possibly supply water to all the 
Hindusin the train.
